ish Restrictions on Grand 
Duchy 

Elucidating the manifesto extend¬ 
ing.new liberty to Finland the Rus¬ 
sian foreign office explains that the 
aim of the piwscnt government was 
to abolish completely all the restric¬ 
tions which stripped the grand duchy 
of the historical rights conferred up¬ 
on it in 1812. In that year Finland 
became part of the Russian empire. 
All laws illegally imposed upon Fin¬ 
land during the reigns of Alexander 
III- and Nicholas 11. arc declared 
Void. 

Russian membes of the Finnish 
senate, contrary to the constitutional 
rights of the country who had been 
appointed by the imperial govern¬ 
ment instead of being elected by the 
Finnish parliament, have been re¬ 
moved and will be replaced by Finns 
chosen according to law. Full self- 
government, including the right to 
initiate legislation, determine the 
revenues and expenditures of the 
country and assess taxation will res( 
exclusively in the^control of the Fin¬ 
nish legislative bodies-

?VHAT SOLDIERS 

ARE SUFFERING 

The following is an extract 
from a report just received from 
one of the delegates who visited 
one of the destroyed French 
towns in the area recently evac¬ 
uated by the Germans: 

‘When we reached Noyon and 
Ham and began to visit the hos¬ 
pitals, I did not feel as helpless 
as. I have felt ever since coming 
into this region. Here was some¬ 
thing I knew about, and some¬ 
thing I felt we could perhaps 
perhaps help. I will npt go into 
details—it would only harrow 
you. The men were, of course, 
the gravely wounded ;in one ward 
of the hospital they were all con¬ 
demned. Nowhere did we find 
any pillows, nowhere any rubber 
cushions,nowhere any back-rests. 
In one hospital a man shot in the 
back was half lying, half sitting 
propped up by his overcoat. In 
another, the orderly begged an 
air cushion for a man wounded 
in So many places that he could 
not stand the weight oMris own 
body. In the great tent evacua¬ 
tion hospital the floor was of 
trampled earth. The Medecin 
Chef said it had been mud when 
they raised the tentra few days 
ago. Here they asked for lino¬ 
leum to lay beside the beds. 
Milk was impossible to find, con¬ 
densed milk almost as difficult to 
get, (I forgot to tell you that 
almost everywhere one sees signs 
which condemn the water in the 
wells). Could they have oranges, 
stimulants, blankets, medica¬ 
ments? These over-worked sur¬ 
geons and nurses have no time to 
write to the various societies.and 
what they need they need at 
once. The visits of our Dele¬ 
gates, therefore, are a relief to 
them. I hope that no wounded 
in any hospital will suffer for 
lack of the things ,we saw was 
wanting here. But the thought 
of the hospitals elsewhere that 
we had not visited haunted me.’

CLIMATE AND FERTILITY 

* 

The influence of climate ^on 
fertility is frequently overlooked 
but it has a more or less direct , 
bearing on’the fertilizer question 
in Canada. It is realized by few 
that climatic conditions—rainfall 
temperatures, etc.—exert a pro¬ 
found influence on the nature 
and composition of soils, both in 
their origin and in the power ta 
conserve their fertility. These 
influences may tend to the ac¬ 
cumulation or the dissipation of 
those elements or soil constitu¬ 
ents which make for fertility. 
In this regard, save our coastal 
lands with excessive rainfall, 
which may keep the lighter soils 
poor in available plant food, our 
our country is singularly blessed. 
We cannot now elaborate this 
question, but one instance may 
be cited that may serve as an il¬ 
lustration—one which undoubt¬ 
edly influences in a beneficial 
way >fhe fertility of our soils. 
The rigorous winter that prevails 
over the greater part of Canada 
locks up for several months— 
practically from harvest to seed¬ 
ing time—the soil’s fertility. The 
plant food that has been coverted 
into available forms during the 
preceeding summer and autmn, 
and which is left over after the 
season’s growth, is conserved 
for the crop of the succeeding 
year. The frost holds tight with¬ 
in its grasp plant food of untold 
values—especially the more val¬ 
uable nitrates, so necessary for 
stimulating the growth of the 
, young crop. In the regions en¬ 
joying a more open winter, this 
soluble plant food would be lost 
by leaching. With all their draw 
backs, our severe winters, with 
their almost continuoualow temp¬ 
eratures, must be regarded, in 
their role as conservers of ferti¬ 
lity, as an agricultural asset of 
no small value, one which must 
profoundly affect in a beneficial ( 
way our dependence upon pufreh- 
, ased fertilizers for satisfactory
